The army declared the village a 
dosed military area, and soldiers 
turned back reporters who went 
to the scene in early afternoon. 

A local Palestinian, Afi She- 
hadeh Halaykah, said young men 
arrested in an overnight raid in 
Sa'ir escaped ana fled to 
Shuyukh. The army burst into 
houses looking for them while a 
crowd gathered on the street and 
dashed with the soldiers. 

Later, as relatives waited anx- 
iously outside the Alia hospital in 
Hebron, Arabs pelted an army 
jeep wirii stones and the soldiers 
replied with tear-gas, an eyewit- 
ness said.

Arab panel to meet 

A group of Arab foreign minis- 
ters charged with coordinating 
support for the Palestinian upris- 
ing in the occupied territories will 
hold their first meeting in Tunis 
Saturday, Arab League sources 
said in Tunis Wednesday.

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
The White House has reaffirmed 
its support for exchanging terri- 
tory for peace as part of a Middle 
East agreement, despite opposi- 
tion from Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir. 

Presidential spokesman Marlin 
Fitzwater said Tuesday the Un- 
ited States had made its views 
known to Israel “in the strongest 
language possible.’' He said it 
was the only realistic solution to 
Middle East conflict. 

“Our policy remains territory 
for peace and recognition of 
(U.N. Resolutions) 338 and 242.” 
Fitzwater told reporters in Santa 
Barbara, California, where Presi- 
dent Reagan was ending a three- 
day holiday. 

Fitzwater also confirmed that 
Secretary of State Georee Shultz, 
who has taken the lead in trying 
to revive Middle East peace 
efforts, met briefly with a repre- 
sentative of Shamir last weekend 


in Palm Beach, Florida, where 
both were attending a meeting of 
the B’nai B'rith, an American- 
Jewish organisation. 

The representative, Ehud 
Olmert, a member of Shamir's 
Likud coalition in tire Knesset, 
later flew to Washington and held 
talks with Charles Hill, a top 
Shultz aide, said a spokesman for 
the Israeli embassy in 
Washington. 

The United States has been 
engaged in almost daily talks with 
Arab and Israeli officials since 
the Reagan administration com- 
mitted itself several weeks ago to 
making a renewed effort to revive 
Middle East peace talks. 

Shultz, in an effort to keep the 
momentum going, is due to visit 
the Middle East himself later this 
month. It will be his second trip 
to the region in four months.

Soviets begin dismantling

BERLIN (AP) — The Soviet 
Union has begun dismantling part 
of its intermediate range nuclear 
arsenal in East Germany, tbe 
state-run news agency ADN re- 
ported Tuesday night. 

According to the report, rock- 
ets stationed near Neubrand cu- 
bing, north of Berlin, have been 
dismantled, crated and are ready 
for transport back to the Soviet 
Union. 

ADN did not say when the 
rockets would be transported 
back to the Soviet Union. 

East German television late 
Tuesday showed soldiers loading 
missile crates onto transport vehi- 
cles. 

Under a treaty signed in 
Washington in December by U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan and 
Soviet leader Mikhail S. Gor- 
bachev, the superpowers agreed 
to eliminate toe medium-range 
missies. 

Tire U.S. senate has yet to 
ratify tbe treaty. 

West German government offi- 
cials Tuesday night declined com- 
ment on the report. 

ADN said Soviet soldiers “are 


making the last preparations to 
return their SS-12 rockets" to the 
Soviet Union.

| Arafat, Baz 
hold talks 
in Cairo 

CAIRO (Aeendes) — Palestine 
liberation Organisation (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat made a 
surprise visit to Cairo for con- 
sultations on the situation in the 
lsraelkmmied territories, offi- 
cials said Wednesday. 

They said Arafat arrived Tues- 
day night from Kuwait, held talks 
with presidential adviser Osama 
Al Baz then left for Tunis. 

It was Arafat's first visit since 
the PLO and Egypt improved 
relations last November following 
a seven-month freeze during 
which PLO offices in Cairo were 
ordered shut in retaliation for 
Palestinian criticism of Egyptian 
policies. 

His visit also comes at a time of 
increased Arab and American 
diplomatic activity to revive stal- 
led Middle East peace efforts. 

Earlier Tuesday, Arafat 
strongly hinted that an anti-vio- 
lence agreement he had signed in 
Cairo in 1985 had been nullified 
following the killings of three 
PLO officers in Cyprus

J.S. military team to visit 
raq for talks on Gulf war 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — U.S. military officials 
will travel to Baghdad this week for new talks on 
preventing accidental Iraqi air attacks against 
American warships and merchant vessels in the 
Gulf, the Defence Department said. 


“The flights of the Iraqi Bad- 
gers right before the weekend 
gave us a great deal of concern,” 
Assistant Defence Secretary 
Bichard Annitage told reporters 
Tuesday. 

“We will be sending a team 
there in the next couple of days to 
review procedures to assure we 
are all singing from the same 
hymnal,*' he said, adding that the 
team would probably be drawn 
from the U.S. military command 
in the Gulf. 

Armitage met reporters to 
announce "a slight reduction in 
U.S. naval forces around the Gulf 
but said the American policy of 
protecting 11 Kuwaiti tankers and 
other U.S. flag ships from attack 
in the Iran-Iraq war region had 
not changed. 

lie said the battleship Iowa and

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Iran sets blunt condition to help French hostages 


BAL HARBOUR, Florida (AP) 
— The United States' biggest 
labour organisation Tuesday con- 
demned Israel for its “use of 
excessive force” against Palesti- 
nian civilians the past two months i 
on the Israeli-occupied West ' 
Bank and Gaza Strip. j 

The condemnation was issued 
by the 14.3-million-member 
AFL-CIO labour federation's Ex- 
ecutive Council an hour after 
meeting with Secretary of State 
George Shnltz, who is scheduled 
to make a week-long visit to the 
Middle East be ginnin g on Feb. 24 
to promote new negotiations on 
Palestinian self-rule. 

While blaming Islamic fun- 
damentalists for “foelling the 
flames of violence in die occupied 
territories,” the AFL-CIO said 
the Palestinian demonstrations 
did not warrant the “unnecessary 
force” used by Israeli army on 
occasion. 

“No doubt such incidents can 
be attributed to the inexperience 
of the Israeli army in riot control 
and other police functions, and to 
the frustrations of Israeli soldiers 
as they confront young Palesti- 
nians hurling stones and petrol 
bombs,” the federation said. 
“These factors may explain, but 
they cannot excuse, ana the AFL- 
CIO cannot condone, the use of 
excessive force against civilians.”

Israeli intellectuals call 
for talks with Palestinians 


Mahdi: Rebels blocking aid 


TEL AVTV C AP) — A group of 
leading Israeli writers called on 
the government to withdraw from 
the occupied territories and con- 
duct direct negotiations with 
Palestinian leaders. 

‘T am in favour of a Palesti- 
nian state alongside Israel as ear- 
ly as tomorrow mor ning ,” author 
Amos Oz told more than 500 
people who gathered Tuesday to 
protest Israel policy in the occu- 
pied lands. 

“I am in favour of a Palestinian 
state ... because that is the way to 
life. Other ways lead to death.” 

The Association of Israeli Play- 
wrights organised the gathering, 
which drew widely known actors, 
singers and poets, including 
several who had not previously 
expressed their views publidy on 
tiie unrest in die occupied lands. 

One of them, poet Erez Biton, 
said that the uprising in the occu- 
pied territories maos it dear to 
mm that through 20 years of 
Israeli occupation the Palesti- 
nians had become a nation. 

“I think this is the fiist time I'm 
not too mad at the Palestinians,” 
Biton said. “From their point of 
view, their behaviour is absolute- 
ly one of honour.” .....

Mountaineers impressed 
by Wadi Rum peaks

AMMAN — “Jordan has the 
potential to cater to all types of 
tourists,” the leader of an Italian 
mountaineers expedition to Jor- 
dan said, recalling his strongest 
impression of the Kingdom at the 
end of a* 25 day visit. 

Paolo Caruso, instructor at the 
Italian Mountaineering Club of 
Latina, told the Jordan Times 
that the expedition's mainly ex- 
ploratory tnp through Wadi Rum 
and its mountains, left them with 
tiie feeling that “the beauty and 
uniqueness of the desert is such 
that it deserves to become a 
national park.” 

This would maintain its char- 
acter and beauty and would keep 
the area as it is today,” he -said. 

Ginlia Bariocco, a physicist, 
added that “Jordan has a lot of 
potential for tourists, there are 
many different attractions to see 
and all within a few hours of each 
other, you could visit the Dead 
Sea, Roman ruins, deserts, 
mountains, the Red Sea and 
many other attractions.” 
Bariocco also said that Wadi 
Rum provides a mountain clim- 
ber with so many different types 
of climbs, ranging from un- 
claimed peaks to peaks with diffe- 
rent heights. 

‘The main feature of Wadi* 
Rum is tiie peculiarity of the 


area, offering a wide ranging vari- 
ety of possibilities for heights and 
routes,” Caruso said adding that 
“trackers would especially enjoy 
the great scenery. 

According to the leader of the 
expedition the low and medium 
level mountaineers could achieve 
great satisfaction in repeating 
beautiful climbs on classical 
routes to the highest and best 
known mountains of the region. 

For high level and top clim- 
bers, he added, the area has a 
great potential for pioneer activi- 
ties looking for other unclimbed 
summits or new routes which 
need exploration which, accord- 
ing to Chruso, “nowadays is not 
easy to find elsewhere.

Palestinian martyrs buried

AMMAN — The bodies of two Palestinian martyrs 
killed Sunday in a car explosion in Limassol, 
Cyprus were laid to rest Wednesday amidst ani- 
mated sentiments, national songs and yodeling by 
thousands of mourners. 


Wrapped in the Palestinian 
flag, the caskets or the late 
Mohammad Sultan (Hamdi) and 
Mohammad Hassan Buheis (Abu 
Hassan) were buried as the crowd 
chanted “God is great, we shall 
revenge the killings.” at Sahab’s 
Martyrs Cemetery. 

Minister of Occupied Territor- 
ies Affairs Marwan Dudin, Minis- 
ter of Awqaf and Islamic Affairs 
Abdnl Aziz Khayyat, public fi- 
gures and Jordanian and Palesti- 
nian dignitaries attended the 
funeral, some 25 kilometres south 
east of the capital. 

A speech by Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) Chair- 
man Yasser Arafat's Political 
Advisor Hani Al Hassan at the 


funeral was interrupted many 
times by national songs and slo- 
gans vowing vengeance against 
“Israel and "its supporters. ' 

Hassan flew in Tuesday even- 
ing to attend the funeral’on be- 
half of the PLO Chairman. 

More than 15 police vehicles 
escorted the nearly two-kilometre 
cortege, which left the University 
of Jordan Hospital where the 
bodies had been kept, and made 
its way through the foggy streets 
of the capital. 

Teary-eyed men. women and 
children, some held aloft, read 
prose and poetry eulogising the 
martyrs and the cause for which 
thev died, 

Carried over shoulders, twelve- 


vear-old Jawad, Sultan's son. was 
making a “V" sign throughout 
tiie funeral and he marched with 
the “cheering” crowds as they 
made their way from the cemet- 
ery's mosque to the graveyard. 

Sultan, Buheis and a third PLO 
officer. Col. Marwan Kayvali. 
were killed in a car bomb attack 
in Limassol, on the southern Cyp- 
riot coast. The PLO Tuesday 
pledged to avenge the killing of 
its members by" staging attacks 
against Israeli targets' all over the 
world. 

Bom in Jafa in 1953, Kayyali is 
survived by a wife and a little girl. 
Thirty-seven-year old Sultan was 
bom in Hebron and has two 
daughters besides Jawad. Heb- 
ron-born Buheis was forty' four 
when he died and has four chil- 
dren. 

In a speech on behalf of Ara- 
fat, Hassan praised the victims' 
“patriotic goal for the sake of 
Palestine and the defeat of Israeli 
occupation.” 

Kayyali’s body was flown to 
Lebanon for burial Wednesday.

ISRAELI Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin has been quoted as 
saying that he sensed some “fatigue” in the two-month-old 
Palestinian uprising in the West Bank and Gaza. He is right to 
sense fatigue. 

There is fatigue with Israeli policies that rely on military 
force to resolve an essentially political and human dilemma. 

There is fatigue with an Israeli and a Jewish people — a 
nation, even, if that is what the Jews feel themselves to be — 
that refuses to see in the Palestinians the mirror image of the 
Jewish quest for national expression. 

There is fatigue with an Israeli attitude that relentlessly lauds 
the ability of the Jews to preserve their identity for thousands 
of years, but is surprised (hat the Palestinians should do the 
same thing over a period of less than 100 years. 

There is fatigue with Israelis who plead a higher sense of 
national morality, while torturing, deporting, starving, bomb* 
ing and burying alive Palestinian men, women and children. 

There is fatigue with an American government that voted for 
Palestinian self-determination and a Palestinian independent 
state in 1947, but that has spent the subsequent 40 years 
refusing to accept that seif-detennination applies to Palesti- 
nians as well as to all other people on Earth. 

There is fatigue with an American government that cham- 
pions the right of Soviet Jews to emigrate, but that does not 
respect the right of Palestinians to the same inalienable right to 
remain in or to return to one’s ancestral homeland. 

There is fatigue with Israeh-American policies (hat demand 
self-determination and sovereignty for otter peoples, but offer 
only self-rule for the Palestinians. 

There is fatigue with double standards, and with anti- 
historical reliance on force to resolve problems that are beyond 
the realm of force. 

There is fatigue with American and Israeli leaderships that 
fear the truth, that deny history and that espouse diff erent 
moral and political standards for different people. 

There is fatigue with an Israeli- American attitude that says 
the whole world is wrong, hot that the Israeli-American 
position is ri^it. 

There is fatigue with politicians who sell themselves cheaply 
for electoral gain. 

There is fatigue with statesmen who are irresohite and 
dishonest. 

There is fatigue with moral cowardice. 

There is fatigue with misplaced militarism. 

There is fatigne with lies.

The violence may contribute to 
better prospects tor early peace 
talks ; Such an effort cannot wait 
until after this year’s elections in 
Israel and the United States. The 
highly publicised suffering and 
violence have attracted the 
world’s attention and repealed 
some potentially beneficial 

changes . 

New forcefulness and leadr 
ership among Palestinian Arabs 
have enhanced their role and 
decreased the influence of other 
Arabs.

The point is, that these children broke every role in the book of 
good road safety practice. 

I would like to recommend that road safety education becomes 
the responsibility of every school in Jordan, so that all children 
are made aware of the dangers awaiting them and how best to 
avoid them.

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Some have some hope 


Three scholars on Saturday held a discussion on 
the future of the present Arab order, Najwa Najjar 
reports: 


AMMAN — Over forty years 
have passed since colonialism, 
considered to be the cause of the 
Arab World's division, ended. 
Yet the Arab states have re- 
mained at odds with one another 
and the Arab peoples' national 
aspirations for unity remained 
unfulfilled, three prominent 
Jordanian political analysts and 
public figures agreed during a 
debate. 

The Arab order (AI Netham A1 
Arabi) which is defined as the 
existing Arab states and the coop- 
eration they achieved mostly 
through the institutional and poli- 
tical framework of the Arab 
League, has failed and there was 
little hope for it to achieve Arab 
people's aspirations, said the 
analysts at a discussion held 


Arab state to another. 

“Despite differing views over 
Arab priorities and over ways to 
struggle against Israel, and the 
death of Abdul Nassir, we see 
that the Arab ordeT is able to 
continue its existence." he said. 


Saturday. They pointed out inter- 
nal and external factors which 


have interacted to deepen Arab 
differences and impede their 
unity. 

As part of the discussion, enti- 
tled: “The future of the Arab 
order after the Arab summit," 
University of Jordan political sci- 
ence professor. Dr. Kamel Abu 
Jaber, prominent lawyer and for- 
mer minister, Taher Hikmat, and 
chairman of the board of the 
Jordan Press and Publishing 
Company fAl Dustour), 
Mahmoud Snarif, proposed 
several means to revitalise and 
reiavigorate the work of the Arab - 
order to bemore compatible with* 
the ambitions of the Arab people. 

According to them the Arab 
order since its inception in the 
1940s was incapable of protecting 
the interests of the Arab Nation, 
the future of its people and Arab 
nationalism in face of aggression, 
even though it was established on 
the basis of national belonging, 
geographic proximity and similar- 
ity of interests. 

“We managed to free ourselves 
from the shadow of the Ottoman 
umbrella. However, we 
awakened to find ourselves still 
surrounded by enemies: Im- 
perialism, Zionism and back- 
wardness," said Dr. Abu Jaber. 
chairman of the World Affairs 
Council in Amman. 


People’s will exists 

Hikmat and Abu Jaber believe 
the existence of the Arab order 
indicates the existence of an Arab 
will and desire for unity. They 
referred to the Amm an summit as 
being a significant step in revivin 
hope in the Arab individual an 
in unifying ranks within the Arab 
order. 

“The Arab summit readied an 
agreement to eliminate conflicts 
and to accept into the Arab order 
those who were outside the Arab 
consensus on Iran,” Hikmat said. 
“The s ummit was a response to 
the situation in the Arab World 
which indicated that it was crucial 
to hold such a conference." 

Hikmat added that there was a 
“new trend in the pan-Arab 
efforts" which he called “a new 
mechanism to correct the devia- 
tions of any member state, 
“There is an insistence that mem- 
ber states within the Arab order 
should conform to pan-Arab 
principles in dealing with all 
problems presented, and should 
not be allowed to veer away from 
general national printiples,” Hik 
ji®*! : s%id. — s . • 

~~ However, he noted .that,, 
although the heads of Arab state 
at the summit agreed to tackle 
certain issues and to take correct- 
ing measures, the measures were 
not fulfilled because the differ- 
ences between Iraq and Syria 
were too deep. “The future sta- 
bility of the Arab order requires 
greater effort on all levels, espe- 
cially in deepening the member 
states commitment to unity," he 
said. 


A gdm present 

The divisions in the Arab 
World, which the colonialists cre- 
ated, were maintained by the 
Arabs “for our own purposes," 
Abu Jaber said. The present 
looks grim to him as he sees that 
the Arab people have no say in 
their own affairs and no chance to 
manipulate their circumstances. 
“We have become accustomed to 
reaction and not to action, to 
surrender and to accept our fate 
in most cases." 

Abu Jaber points out that after 
the 1967 war one setback has 
followed the other because the 
war proved the demise of Arab 
military and psychological might. 
“This has led to a demise of Arab 
security.” 

In agreement with Abu Jaber, 
Sharif added that it bad become 
apparent that it is difficult for any 
one Arab state to protect its 
national security, land and people 
against the threat of Iran or 
Israel. 

Although the Arab order has 
survived, it has been helpless in 
face of the member states' devia- 
tions,” Hikmat believes. 

He said the only concrete result 
of the Arab order was the forma- 
tion of the Arab League. Howev- 
er, the Arab League is not the 
only bond that keeps the Arab 
order. “The Arab order consists 
of governmental and pan-Arab 
institutions and organisations, the 
Arab conscience, problems, mis- 
eries, feelings and national ten- 
dencies," he said. 

“The effectiveness of the Arab 
order depends on two conditions: 
Its foundation or the axis npon 
which it revolves, and the exist- 
ence of a leadership such as the 
leadership of the late Egyptian 
President Gamal Abdul Nassir." 

The lack of these two condi- 
tions does not mean that the 
Arab order has ceased to exist. 
Hikmat refers to the '50’s ’60’s 
when (here was ideological polar- 
isation in the Arab World and to 
how consequently the Arab 
order's base was moved from one 


Security, security 

Hikmat suggested there should 
be a separation between the 
security need of the governing 
elites and national security; re- 
formation of the Arab League by 
including elected bodies which 
represent the Arab people such 
as the Union of professional asso- 
ciations to ensure that the league 
would not be bound by 
bureaucracy; to enhance the legi- 
timacy of the Arab regimes by 
responding to the aspirations of 
their peoples; and for states not 
to oppose mobilisation of their 
peoples national feelings. 

“Public opinion and groups can 
apply pressure on the leaders to 
ensure a stand on national goals 
that the people want," Hikmat 
said, adding that this was proved 
by the ongoing uprising in Pales- 
tine. 

Sharif went further by calling 
for a people's movement aiming 
at Arab anity. “The drive for 
Arab unity must continue, it is 
not a closed issue because it failed 
in the ’50s. It wfli be a long 
struggle, but we must struggle 
using peaceful means.” 

To him it is essential to mini- 
mise the independence of states 
within the Arab World for econo- 
mic reasons. He believes that 
economics is key to the viability 
of the Arab order both militarily 
and economically. 

“We must move quickly to 
reinvigorate, strengthen and re- 
construct the present Arab sys- 
tem," he said. The idea is to set 
an Arab regional economic 
which may have within it 
smaller blocks such as the coun- 
tries of greater Syria and the 
Magreb. 

The future lies in establishing a 
real Arab common market which 
would reinvest Arab capital in the 
region in order to develop the 
Arab Nation, its agriculture, in- 
dustry, research and technology. 
“This way we will create prog- 
ress.” Sharif said that problems 
of poverty, unemployment, ex- 
ternal debt, development.

solved within a national 
framework. He believes that eco- 
nomic blocks have become more 
important than governments, “if 
you notice, ereryone is speaking 
to economic blocks not to govern- 
ments,” he said. 


Israelis bury 4 Arab youths alive 


The following article is reprinted 
torn The Sunday Times issue of 
Feb. 14. On Monday , Feb. IS, 
the Israeli army confirmed that its 
troops in the occupied territories 
on Feb. S buried four Arab 
youths under wet earth. Two 
Israeli soldiers were arrested for 
investigation.

THE ISRAELI army is investi- 
gating a claim that, m an act of 
extreme intimidation, soldiers us- 
ing a bulldozer buried four 
Palestinian youths under a 
mound of wet earth after beating 
them almost senseless. The 
allegations come at a time when 
the Israeli army is already under 
increasing criticism, at home and 
abroad, for its policing of the 
occupied territories, where vio- 
lence has continued for the last 
two months. 

The four youths, who could 
barely move after their beatings, 
had to be dug out of the earth by 
local villagers. A hospital doctor 
who treated them afterwards said 
the youths could have died if they 
had not been pulled clear of the 
mound which, according to villa- 
gers, was four feet high. 

Brigadier-General Ephraim 
Lapid, the Israeli army's chief 


spokesman said: 'The reports are 
being taken very seriously. There 
is a serious investigation going on 
at tiie very highest levels. ’* 

According to witnesses in the 
isolated mnnntain village of Salim 
in the West Bank, Israeli soldiers 
dragged four youths from their 
homes after a protest, beat them, 
ordered them to lie face down in 
a field and used a bulldozer, 
which bad been working nearby, 
to heap sodden earth on top of 
them, covering the beads and 
bodies of three of the youths. 
Another youth was buried up to 
his neck. 

One of the boys is still in 
hospital. The Palestinian doctor 
who treated the youths in Jericho 
said that they were covered in 
earth when they arrived, had 
sand in their ears and hair 'and 
had difficulty breathing. He said 
their condition was consistent 
with heavy pressure on the body, 
particularly the rib cage, and he 
believed they had been buried. 
They were extensively braised on 
their limbs, backs and around 
their heads and shoulders. 

Last week, I went to Salim. It is 
a collection of mainly one-storey 
concrete houses lining dirt tracks 
which lead to a solitary paved 
>w blocked at 


the entrance to the village by an 
eight-foot high barrier of bull- 
dozed earth. About 50 yards in 
front of this barricade is the 
mound where villagers say die 
army tried to cover the youths. 


I spoke separately to each of 
the four victims — Abdul Latif

Shtieh, 19, his cousin Isam Shafiq 
Taher Shtieh, 20, Mustafa Ham- 
dan, 27, and Muhsein Mohamad 
Said, 20 — and to the villagers 
who say they witnessed the inci- 
dent, including a man who has 
sworn a statement for a lawyer, 
Jonathan Knttab, who wants the 
boys to press their case against 
the army. 

I examined the youths’ bodies 
and confirmed that nearly a week 
after the incident they were all 
still suffering from severe bruis- 
ing. One had difficulty walking. 

Die story they tell began on 
February 5, when a crowd of 
youths carrying Palestinian flags 
marched from the Salim mosque 
towards the main road, rolling 
boulders across the road and set- 
ting tyres ablaze. Jewish residents 
of a nearby settlement, Elon 
More, called in the army, saying 
that the youths were stoning pas- 
sing cars. 

The army arrived and battled 
with the youths down the road

Encyclopaedia of Arabic names coming

MUSCAT — ■ What’sln '140,000 
names? The makings of a book 
that will have personal relevance 
for the world's 100 million Arabs. 

A pet project of the Sultan of 
Oman, Qaboos Bin Said, the 
four-volume digest of every per- 
sonal name in the Arabic lan- 
guage is not due for publication 
until 1990. 

But already researchers logging 
each new entry in their computers 
have acquired knowledge. For 
instance, they have found that 95 
per cent of Arabs bear the 15,000 
most common names in Arabic, 
even though they comprise only 
11 per cent of the total number. 

Last week Sultan Qaboos met 
the advisory committee he 
appointed under the chair- 
manship of his personal adviser 
on economic planning, Moham- 
mad Al Zubair, to produce the 
reference work. 

Zubair, in an interview with 
Reuters, later explained how the 
project had been conceived. 

His Majesty noticed that he 
could not find a particular book 
in the Arabic library that he 
wanted to read... He had looked 
for such a book two or three or 
four times, and then he thought: 
‘Why not create one.?’" 

So in 1985 he commissioned 
Zubair to list and analyse names 
in use from Oman in the east to 
Morocco in the west and gave 
Zubair’s task force five years to 
complete the job. 

Zubair explained how he and 
his colleagues went about it: “We 
made a sample of about two per 
cent of the population from 12 
countries and this gave us in the 
region of 7.5 million names." 

As Arabs commonly have a 
first, middle and last name this 
profusion of names denoted 2.5 
million people from the partici- 
pating nations — Oman, United 
Arab Emirates, Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, Bahrain, Qatar, North 
Yemen, Egypt, Iraq, Morocco, 
Tunisia and Jordan.

“First we see if a name is 
originally Arabic or not, then if it 
is Islamic or not, where it is used 
most and where it is not so 
common,” Zubair said. 

“Our aim is not only to pro- 
duce a reference work. It is about 
meaning, religion, history, social 
derivation and why it is occurring 
where it is." 

. In 1990 the finished work will 
be published in four main 
volumes and six minor ones. Two 
of the major ones will include 
information on the 15,000 most 
popular names the other two will 
constitute a register of the other 


125,000 in popular use today. 

A companion ‘.volume 'titled 
“Famous People of Oman" will 
tell readers who was who in 
Oman over the past 1,000 years. 
No living person will be included, 
Zubair explained, to avoid con- 
troversy. 

For “famous people”, 1,030 
names are already stored in the 
computer awaiting biographical 
analysis. Another 150 names will 
be added to the list, which is 
being selected from existing his- 
torical works. 

Zubair confirmed that his own 
first name, Mohammad, is the 
most popular in the Arab World, 
followed by Ahmed, Abdullah 
and Ali. 


140,000 different names 


Between them the 2.5 million 
people whose names were gar- 
nered from telephone directories, 
hospital records, school, court, 
police and army files were found 
to share 140.000 different names. 

But that is where the investiga- 
tion really begins because, as an 
academic work, the “Sultan 
Qaboos library for the study of 
Arabic names," the publication's 
working title, aims to explain the 
provenance and significance of 
names throughout the Arab 
World 

Sources consulted include 
historians and linguistics profes-

He said the soldiers, accompa- 
nied by one of the Jewish settlers, 
made all four youths lie face 
down on the ground in the field 
and continued to beat and kick 
them. “I could tear the IbuIIdozer 
but I couldn’t see it I couldn't 
move because my arms and legs 
hurt too much.” 

He said the bulldozer -dumped 
a load of wet earth on tiie four, 
covering their feet and lov/er legs. 
Then it returned with another 
load that covered his back. 

Mustafa Hamdan was able to 
understand what the soldiers 
were saying because he ;speaks 
Hebrew, having worked in an 
Israeli factory. He said they were 
forced to sing “Golani Golani’’ 
while clearing the road. Golani is 
an elite unit in the Israeli larmy. 
Defence force spokesmen con- 
firmed that Golani troops were 
operating in the area but would 
not confirm that they had ibeen 
present at die incident 

Hamdan, his face still puffy 
and his right eye still black, s aid: 
“Soldiers told us to lie on our 
faces like we were praying. I felt 
the earth op my feet and I tried to 
edge up so it' wouldn’t be on my 
head, but a soldier had a boot on 
my head." 

He said he was covered up to 
his shoulders but his head was 
partially protruding. -

Aspirin may prevent 
some types of stillbirth

ROTTERDAM, Netherlands — 
Aspirin, one of the world's most 
common painkillers, may also 
offer a cure for some women 
whose pregnancies usually end in 
stillbirth, a Dutch gynecologist 
said Friday. 

S mall daily doses during pre- 
gnancy may prevent ideopathic 
growth delay, according to Prof. 
Henk Wallenberg of the Di- 
jkzicht Hospital. 

Without the aspirin treatment, 
fetuses affected by the disease 
simply fail to grow in the womb, 
Wallenberg told the Associated 
Press. 

In a programme that began in 
1983, Wallenberg has been treat- 
ing 43 women who have all had 
one or more stillbirths and no 
healthy children because of 
ideopathic growth delay. 

He published part of his find- 
ings last November in the Amer- 
ican Journal of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology, he said, adding that 
those findings were based on 
work with a much smaller group 
of women. 

The women in the latest prog- 
ramme delivered a total of 47 


healthy babies, and only one pa- 
tient had a stillborn child because 
of the disorder, Wallenberg said. 
Two additional stillbirths were of 
different origin, he said. 

Doctors do not know what 
causes ideopathic growth delay. 
Wallenberg, who said the condi- 
tion affects from 1 to 2 per cent of 
all pregnancies, said the term “is 
medical jargon for saying you 
don't understand a thing about 
it.” 


Link to blood vessels 


The problem has been linked 
to the blood vessels in the 
placenta, which lines a pregnant 
woman's womb and plays an im- 
portant part in the development 
of the fetus. 

A pregnant woman has about 
1.5 liters more blood than' a 
woman who is not pregnant, 
while the blood vessels in her 
placenta widen progressively dur- 
ing the pregnancy. 

In pregnancies affected by the 
disease, those vessels remain too 
narrow, Wallenberg said. 

Aspirin's role in widening them 
is simil ar to the part it plays in 
fighting heart disease, the gyne- 
cologist explained.

GBJ reactivates secondary market trading

Jordan Tints Staff Reporter 

'AMMAN — The Central R»nir 
. of Jordan (OBJ) said Wednesday 
it has adopted several measures 
to reactivate the secondary finaw - 
tial market in Jordan and to 
encourage dealing with govern- 
ment securities. 

Deputy GBJ Governor Maher 
Shokri told the Jordan Times the 
central bank has started the pro- 
cess of laying down the grounds 
for the establishment of a 
mechanism to start a secondary 
market-in government sec urities 
He said that banks will start 
issuing a yield curve based on 
which banks would be able to 
price securities and to observe 
uniformity in pricing. 

He said that the bank had to 
amend four laws related to the 
public debt, a central bank law, a 
banking law and another of the 
Amman Financial Market to 
achieve tins end. 

Under the new chang es, com- 
mercial banks and financial in- 
stitutions can now trade govern- 
ment securities without going 
through the Amman F inanrii u 
Market except for registering the 
deal. Under the new arrange- 
ment, banks would determine the 
prices of ' government securities. 
The central bank would intervene 
to bny and sell according to the 
yield curve, Shukri said. 

The central bank would re- 
spond to some bids and offers in 


securities under open market op- 
erations, without necessarily 
being restricted by the yield 
curve. 

The central bank has elimin- 
ated the requirement on banks to 
hold a certain percentage of then- 
capital in bonds and government 
securities. Hie banks would be 
free to buy and sell as they wish, 
thus when they need liquidity, 


they could borrow against gov- 
ernment securities. , 

Shukri said banks responded 
positively to the CBJ move 
thongh banks were cautious to 
trade now because, “at this mo- 
ment, everybody is a buyer.” He 
said that since the primary mar- 
ket does not supply demand, de- 
mand increases and yields de- 
crease. 

The Amman Financial Market 
is currently working with the cen- 
tral bank and Reuters news agen- 
cy to facilitate broadcasts of 
securities prices to all investors 1 
through the agency’s financial 
service. 

“We hope the market will be 
developed and reactivated and 
that this will cause a secondary 
market to develop for other 
securities such as corporate 
bonds,” Shukri said in an inter- 
view. 

He pointed ont that this would 
dear the way for the creation of 
new instruments such as commer- 
cial papers, convertible bonds 
and mutual funds. “The potential 
has always been there,” be 
stressed. 

Shukri said the ongoing mea- 
sures would help overcome the 
problem of the fragmentation of 
interest rates and their structure. 

Pricing services 

The deputy governor said the 
central bank was currently work- 
ing on unifying pricing of banking 
services. “We will achieve this 
very shortly,” he said. 

Such changes on pricing of 
banking services, he added, nave 
a bearing on interest rates which 
would affect payments on de- 
posits as well as loans. 

Reviewing the government’s 
policy encouraging mergers of 
banks, financial institutions and 
companies, Shukri said that in- 
stitutions with a stronger capital 
base and a healthy balance sheet

occur in Jordan in the future for 
investment purposes though such 
transactions would be difficult to 
realise as legislation would pre- 
vent it in certain cases if the 
takeover may prove .harmful to 
the general interest. 

Shukri said that mergers in 
Jordan were urged for organisa- 
tional purposes and to rectify the 
financial status of troubled com- 
panies. 

Hie deputy governor said that 
following the recession period in 
Jordan, ranks and financial in- 
stitutions as well as insurance 
companies have proliferated 
which forced the need for mer- 
gers. He said the government was 
offering troubled companies in- 
centives to merge such as tax 
exemptions and other facilities. 

"Logic tells us that we should 
encourage mergers, strengthen 
capital bases of banks, financial 
institutions and companies to im- 
prove their general perform- 
ance,” he noted. 

He said that mergers also work- 
ed in favour of shareholders. 

As of Feb. 20, the central bank 
will start handing to the public 
bond certificates which are due 
for maturity in 1995, according to 
a CBJ announcement Wednes- 
day. The announcement directed 
members of the public to call at 
the CBJ premises or commercial 
banks where they paid for these 
bonds to receive them. 

CBJ issues development bonds 
from time to time and pays in- 
terest on these bonds every six 
months.

AMMAN (J.T.) — The Jordanian Commercial Centres Corpora- 
tion (JCCC) announced Wednesday that it will organise a 
Jordanian trade fair in Tunis between April 13-24. JCCC invited 


interested businessmen and factories to apply for participation in 
that fair starting Feb. 20. Jordanian businesses taking part in the 
fair will be able to sell directly to the public in Tunis. 

Zarqa post offices collect JD 1.5 million 

ZARQA (J.T.) — Post offices in Zarqa Governorate last year 
handled 4.8 million postal items and collected JD 1 .474 million in 
revenues, according to Zarqa Communications Department 
Director Mohammad Adaileh. He said in a statement to AI Ra’i 
newspaper that the number of post offices in Zarqa" and its 
neighbouring towns and villages will be increased during this year 
to cover all populated areas. The number of post offices in the 
Zarqa Governorate at present stand at 29. 

Expatriates to set up firm this month 

AMMAN (Petra) — A Jor danian investment holding company 
with a declared capital of JD 10 million, to be subscribed by 
Jordanian expatriates will be officially set up in Amman at the 
end of this month, a senior official has said. Ministry of Labour's 
Jordanian Expatriates Department Director Azmi Al Mnhtaseb 
said the company will be established in implementation of a 
derision taken at the third Jordanian expatriates’ conference held 
in Amman during the summer of 1987. 

Government to continue farm subsidies 

AMMAN (J.T.) — The government will buy locally produced 
potatoes, onions, garlic and also tomatoes for processing at 50 fils 
a kilogramme according to a report in Al Dust our newspaper. 
The paper said that the government will continue to offer subsidy 
to all farmers who are committed to the agricultural pattern 
system and wiD pay JD 10 for each, dunum of land in the Jordan 
Valley and JD 15 for each dunum in rain-fed regions. According 
to the paper, the government has also derided to exempt fanners 
from paying fees on carton boxes containing crops for export. 

Orphans’ fund holds JD 16.7m in assets 

AMMAN (J.T.) — A corporation entrusted with managing 
orphans’ funds said in a booklet that its total investments in 1986 
amounted to JD 16.7 million. These investments were made in 
real estate, public shareholding companies and other businesses. 
The corporation has also set up buildings and shopping centres for 
rent to the public. 

Ata Ali to take part in Bahrain Show 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Ata Ali Group, a Jor danian private company 
which manufactures ke cream aim traditional Arabic sweets and 
confectionery will be taking pa rt in th e 1988 Middle East Food 
and Equipment Exhibition (MEFEX) which will be held in 
Bahrain from Feb. 27-March 27. Forty American companies are 
also participating in the exhibition. Egypt will also be represented 
at the show by a national group consisting of nine companies, 
most of them dealing in chocolate and confectionery items. 
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TEL AVIV (R) — Builders are short of labour, 
share traders are depressed and banks are busy 
bouncing bad cheques as Israel’s economy suffers 
from the 10-week-old Palestinian uprising in the 
Gaza Strip and West Bank, Israeli officials and 
economists said. 


The economic squeeze is worst 
among people in the occupied 
territories themselves, where a 
virtually total commercial strike 
is threatening a rash of bankrupt- 
cies. 

“The uprising will cause the 
residents of the territories great 
damage. On the other hand, their 
chances of exerting pressure on 
the Israeli economy are not 
great,'’ said Meron Benvinisti, an 
Israeli who runs an independent 
think-tank on the territories. 

Amos Rubin, economic adviser 
to Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, told Reuters the main 
problem was in the construction 
industry where workers had not 
been turning up and building 
times were being extended by 10 
to 15 per cent. 

Other economists said Israeli 
textile companies with big Arab 
work forces had also been hit, 
forcing some to miss export dead- 
lines, while there were problems 
harvesting fruit and vegetables 
usually picked by Palestinians. 

Shortages forced fruit and 
vegetable prices nf> 9.3 per cent in 
January, aggravating general in- 
flation. 

The strike in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip has slashed de- 
mand for Israeli goods in the 
areas, normally Israel's biggest 
“export” market with annual 
sales of almost $1 trillion. 

Palestinian businessmen are 
likely to see their problems 
worsen as a result of a recent 
decision by the occupation au- 
thorities to restrict the flow of 
money into the territories from 
Jordan. 

“After two months of shut- 
downs, their savings are running 
low and many of mem have ex- 
hausted their resources,” said 
Yehuda Iitani, a veteran repor- 
ter who covers the territories for 
the Jerusalem Post newspaper. 

The prospect of widespread 
Palestinian bankruptcies is caus- 
ing nervousness in the Israeli 
banking system, as banks are 
forced to bounce more bad che- 
ques. 

An official of Bank Leumi, 
who declined to be identified, 
said the four biggest banks had 
appealed to the Bank of Israel 
(central bank) to relax a law 
ulriefa requires them to freeze the 
account of anybody writing 10 
bad cheques in a month. 

“The central bank turned us 
down and we have bad to freeze 


thousands of accounts." he said. 

Gloom has spread to the Te! 
Aviv Stock Exchange, where in- 
vestors also fear the government 
may soon introduce a capita! 
gains tax. The market has drop- 
ped about 30 per cent, wiping 
SI .5 billion off tne value of shares 
in the past two months. 

Benvenisti said Israel's prob- 
lem was more social than econo- 
mic. "The Palestinians are only 
six per cent of the Israeli work 
force, but they ore cheap labour 
and do all the dirty work." he 
said. 

"The existence of cheap labour 
has caused some Israeli firms to 
put off modernisation program- 
mes, and of course those com- 
panies are now feeling the 
squeeze," he noted. 

“But the squeeze on the Palesti- 
nians is worse. Seventy per cent 
of all the goods they buy come 
from Israel.” be said, adding: "It 
says something foT the depth of 
their feelings that thev’ve been 
able to hold out this long.”

Fridays should be reserved for 
prayer, it said, while Sundays 
"should be assigned for general 
strikes, as Palestinian workers 
should spare no effort to sabotage 
Israeli farms and factories." 

“Hus programme is the mini- 
mum required for the continua- 
tion of the uprising," it added. 
"Do escalate your confrontation 
with the enemy and foil ail capitu- 
lationist settlements in order to 
create the Palestinian state.” 


Kuwait lends Cyprus $16m 

KUWAIT (R) — The Kuwait Fund for Arab Economic Develop- 
ment has lent Cyprus 4.3 mi&ion dinars (S16 million) to help finance a 
water project, the Kuwait News Agency (KUNA) reported 
Wednesday. 

The project, due for completion in 1993 at a total cost of $170 
million, will divert water from the Dhiarizos River for agricultural 
and drinking purposes. 

The 16-year loan, with a six-year grace period, is at five per cent 
interest, KUNA said.

Israeli mission in Manila 


MANILA (Agencies) — A grenade exploded outside 
a building housing the Israeli embassy, and the 
death toll in bloody regional elections in the southern 
Philippines climbed to at least 25, officials said 
Wednesday. 


The military also reported that 
suspected Communist rebels 
ambushed a Philippine constabul- 
ary patrol Tuesday in northern 
Luzon's mountain province, kill- 
ing eight troopers and wounding

A constabulary report said one 
rebel was believed killed. 

Police sergeant DanOo Donato 
said an M-2 grenade, rigged with 
a timer, exploded about 9 p.m. 
(1300 GMT) Tuesday outside the 
Philippine Savings Bank in sub- 
urban Makati, shattering win- 
dows but causing no injuries. 

Another grenade was found on 
the ground floor but failed to 
explode, Ik said. The building 
houses the Israeli embassy, but 
Israeli Ambassador Meir Gavesh 
told the Associated Press he did 
not believe the embassy was the 
target. 

^We don't have any dues as to 
who could have possibly done it,” 
Gavesh said. 

Communist rebels threatened 
this month to attack Israeli targets 
here because of alleged support 
for the government’s anti-in- 
surgcncy campaign.

Britain says anti-IRA violence 
measures will become permanent 


LONDON (R) — Britain says 
emergency anti-terrorism mea- 
sures aimed at curbing Irish Re- 
publican Army (IRA) violence 
will become a permanent law, 
despite fears that the move could 
further strain relations with Ire- 
land. 

The Prevention of Terrorism 
Act, enacted in 1974 to stem a 
wave of IRA bombings in Bri- 
tain, has been condemned by 
critics as an abuse of human 
rights. 

It allows police to hold guerril- 
la suspects without charge for up 
to seven days and exclude them 


from the British mainlan d. 

British Home Secretary Doug- 
las Hurd told Parliament Tuesday 
that the act would become a per- 
manent feature of law and would no 
longer have to be redrafted every 
five years. But he said the act 
would still be reviewed annually 
by legislators. 

The arrangement appeared to 
be a compromise aimed at 
appeasing Dublin, and comes at a 
low-point in relations between 
Britain and Ireland. 

A special relationship between 
Dublin and London, based on the 
1985 Anglo-Irish agreement, has 


been strained by British refusal to 
investigate charges of a police 
“shoot-fo-lriir policy against sus- 
pected guerrillas in the British- 
ruled province. 

Relations have been further 
soured by a legal dispute that 
has halted the extradition of guer- 
rilla suspects and a British court’s 
rejection of an appeal by ax 
Irishmen convicted for 1974 pub 
bombings in Britain that promp- 
ted the emergency act 

In Belfast, British and Irish 
ministers gave no sign of progress 
after meeting Tuesday in a bid to 
defuse tensions between tbeir 
countries.

Pakistan set 
for Afghan 
talks with

WASHINGTON (R) — A senior 
Pakistani envoy will confer with 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz in Washington Wednesday 
about Moscow's offer to pull its 
troops out of Afghanistan, the 
Pakistani embassy said Tuesday. 
Pakistani Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Zain Noorani was 
arriving in Washington Tuesday 
and was due to depart on Thurs- 
day, an embassy spokesman told 
Reuters. 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev offered last week to start 
withdrawing Soviet forces from 
Afghanistan on May 15 if Pakis- 
tan and the Moscow-backed 
Kabul government sign a United 
Nations-sponsored peace agree- 
ment by March 15. 

Pakistan says it will not sign an 
accord unless there is prior agree- 
ment on the make-up of an in- 
terim government in Kabul. 


California man kills 7 in 
6-hour stalk, shooting spree 


SUNNYVALE, California 
— A man fired from a defence 
plant for harassing women 
stalked the company for six 
hours, fatally shooting seven peo- 
ple and wounding five as terrified 
employees hid under desks and in 
offices until he surrendered, au- 
thorities said. 

Among the injured was a 
woman who spurned his atten- 
tions, police said. It was not clear 
how many of his victims the 
gunman knew. 

Richard Wade Farley, 39, of 
nearby San Jose walked from the 
sprawling two-stoiy Esl Corp. 
building about 8:30 p.m. Tuesday 
(0430 GMT Wednesday) with his 
hands in the air. He was quickly 
surrounded by three officers and 
taken to the Santa Clara County 
Jail. 

The bodies of two women and 
five men were found when police 


swept through the building after 
the arrest, said Commander Alex 
Michaelis of the Sunnyvale De- 
partment of Public Safety. 

Police said the gunman took no 
hostages, but that many em- 
ployees bad to hide under desks 
or in locked rooms. 

On the second floor, the gun- 
man met the woman who had 
spumed him, 26-year-old en- 
gineer Laura Black. When she 
slammed an office door in his 
face, he shot her through the 
door, Grijalva said. He said Far- 
ley told police be shot the otherc 
because “he felt threatened by 
them.” 

Black was wounded in the 
shoulder, police said. 

Farley had worked at Esl /as a 
computer software technician be- 
fore he was fired two years ago 
after complaints that be sexually

BANGKOK (R) — Fif 
stopped on the emt 
Laotian border for the first time 
in weeks as military leaders con- 
tinue to try to work out a formula 
for lasting peace. 

On Wednesday, Laotian Milit- 
ary Commander General Sisavat 
Keobounphan and his Thai coun- 
terpart, General Chavalit Yong- 
chaiyudh, met alone for 15 mi- 
nutes before summoning aides for 
a second day of ceasefire talks at 
air force headquarters. 


Thai military officers said pros- 
pects were good the military lead- 
ers would work out a formal 
agreement Wednesday to end the 
worst fighting in a generation 
between the two countries. 

Thai military staff at the front 
said there had been no combat 
with Laos in the disputed 80 
square kilometre-area, where 
northern Laos cleaves into north- 
eastern Thailand, since the talks 
began Tuesday morning. 


S. African police try to 
smash Soweto rent boycott 


SOWETO, South Africa (R) — 
South African troops and -police 
cordoned off a run-down section 
of Soweto township Wednesday 
and evicted residents taking part 
in a mass rent boycott which has 
cost the government millions of 
dollars. 

A Reuters correspondent at 
the scene said at least 40 families 
had been evicted since Tuesday 
from flimsy homes in the White 
City area of the huge township 
outside Johannesburg. 

It was the latest attempt by the 
white-led government to break the 
boycott, launched in mid-1986 to 
protest against a nationwide state 
of emergency aimed at controll- 
ing a wave of black unrest. 

The authorities have lost hun- 
dreds of milli ons of dollars in 
unpaid rents because of the 
boycott. 

On Wednesday, eyewitnesses 
said police wielding whips 
charged about 150 residents as 
they were marching towards the 
local council offices to demand an 


end to evictions. 

Twelve of the marchers were 
arrested, while the rest dispersed 
as thousands of residents stayed 
away from jobs in Johannesburg, 
apparently to protect their be- 
longings. 

Reporters were escorted by 
police out of White City and told 
not to return while the operation 
was under way. 

Soldiers, some in armoured 
personnel carriers and others on 
motorcycles, kept watch as black 
council policemen, dubbed 
“blackjacks,” went from house to 
house to evict people. 

As families were ordered out, 
valuable possessions were im- 
pounded to force people to pay 
the rent arrears. 

The boycott in Soweto, South 
Africa’s biggest black township, 
and other communities has dep- 
rived local authorities of then- 
primary revenue source, forcing 
them to scale down essential ser- 
vices. 


Shultz: U.S. not at fault

MIAMI (Agencies) — U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
denied Monday the United States 
had provoked an incident in the 
Black Sea last Friday in which 
min or collisions occurred be- 
tween two American warships 
and two Soviet vessels.
